emy had fourteen ships ard fired 
the entire time from behind Lein 
Vishin.

When the critical movements of 
the Stereguschticky became evi- 
dent, I hoisted my flag on the 
cruiser Navik and went with the 
Navik and the cruiser Bayarin to 
the rescue, but as five of the en- 
emy’s cruisers surrounded our 
d:siroyer and as their battleships 
squadron was approaching, I did 
not succeed in saving the destroy- 
er, which foundered. Part of her 
crew were made prisoners and part 
were drowned.

Ou the €th of Mareh this com 
linunity was shocked with 14 sad 
news of-the death of Mrs. 11. Vinson 
She died at the age of 31 years, after 
only s few days of illness. She left 
to mourn her early departure, a lov- 
ing husband, two daughters, 13 and 
8 vears of age and two adopted chil- 
dren, also a host of friends, 

Mr. and Mrs. Finson were pioneer 
settlers of Buttle Lake, having form- 
erly resided in Idaho. They moved 
to Battle Lake in 1893, where they 
have lived ever since, during which 
time they have won for themselves 
the love and osteem of tie entire 
community which also was realized at 
the funeral. Notwithstanding the 
saow storm people were gathered 
from all the surrounding country to 
pay their last tribute of respect and 
sincerity. — 

Funeral services were conducted on 
the 9th by Rev. Almgren, of Wetas- 
kiwin, both at the home and in the 
Swedish Lutheran church, of Battle 
Lake, after which interment took 
place in the Swedish Luthoran ceme- 
tery near Battle Lake.

Takio, March 12—-TheJapanese 
financiers estimate the cost of the 
war ut $265,000,000.

Nayaski, March 15—The cruis- 
ers which took part in the bom- 
bardment of Vladivostok have ar- 
rived at Sasebo. They include 
tbe lwate, the Idzuma, the Chi- 
toosa, the Nagagia, the Asmawai, 
and the Ekzumo, the flagship. 
Officers captured on b<ard_ the 
Russian merchantmen BEkatrivas- 
lao, report having seen four Jap- 
anese cruisers arrive at Sasebo 
from Port Arthur, badly damaged;

Tokio, March 15—The last fight 
at Port Arthur between Japanese 
torpedo boass anda Russian des- 
troyer was a desperate one. The 
Japanese torpedo boats and the 
Russian boats were much closer 
together than reported by Ad- 
miral Togo. The battle was the 
fiercest of the present war. After 
a hand to hand fight the four Jap- 
anese torpedo boats surrounded 
the Stertgush, which was finally 
destroyed. Another Russian des- 
troyer and the Japs met and a des- 
perate fight ensued in which the 
Japanese showed the utmost brav- 
ery. The Russians repeatedly 
tried to break through the Japan- 
ese cordon and reach the harbor. 
In this ons boat was successful, 
but the Stertgush was do damaged 
she conld not escape. ‘Twenty 
Russian dead were on the deck of 
the doomed boat when she sank. 
The Japs say every movement. of 
the enemy’s boat was observable 
and that the cruisers seemed to be 
crowded with men, packed like 
bees in a hive.
